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Session 208: Channeling from the mental body of imprisonment 


Summary: There is an inherent limitation to channeling based on the words and the 
stream of consciousness which is also in words. The primary limitation is based on the 
polarity of the language, as this will add unintentional form and meaning to the subject 
being channeled. 


As a subject is channeled it is interpreted in a polar language which then has an 
opposite meaning which will contradict the subject being channeled. Thus, the message 
is nullified by the opposite point. While the intellect is the path to understanding it is 
important to realize that the true meaning is beyond the limitations of language. The 
truth must be in the totality of the understanding. It is the mental process of resolving 
the paradox of a concept that causes intellectual growth. Therefore, when you present 
material and another points out the contradictions, this is a thankful occasion. All have 
gained from the process. 


When new information is presented, the person receiving the information goes through 
a process of deposit and withdraw to accept or reject then incorporation and 
adjustment. When they bring up the contradiction, they are engaged in the incorporation 
process. They are spending energy on the new information. If you understand the total 
working of the nature of opposites, then you are not offended or concerned with their 
process. The contradiction is their growth process and not a rejection or offense to you. 


There is a state of knowing above the mental body. In the stages of meditation first the 
physical body is relaxed, then the emotional and last the mental body. The individual 
then enters a state where they can assimilate more information than what is in there 
being. 


In this place it is devoid of the physical manifestations. Consciousness has transcended 
the manifestations of the physical world. As information is acquired it must then be 
translated through the mental, emotional and physical body. Thoughts enter, then 
emotions well up, then the words are formed by the vocal cords and sound is produced. 
At each of these layers translation and filtering is created by the aspects. The process 
of becoming an accurate channel is to remove the bias and interference from each 
layer.
